The fight is over 
as judge orders 
the winding up 
of Welfare Rights 

HARLOW Welfare Rights & Advice has lost 
its long legal battle with Harlow Council 
after a High Court judge ordered the 
winding up of the service. 

The order was made yesterday 
(Wednesday) and ends HWRA’s year long 
battle with the Labour-run authority. 

Council leader Councillor Mark 
Wilkinson said: “This order has been made 
a year after the contract between the 
council and HWRA was terminated. 

“It has taken this long because of HWRA’s 
conduct and the legal action it has taken, to 
which the council has had to respond. 

“A year during which HWRA’s conduct has 
prevented the council from seeking an 
alternative service provider for the people 
of Harlow.” 

The service was forced to close its doors 
nearly a year ago when the council 
demanded £125,000 owed to it by HWRA, 
rejecting offers of a phased repayment plan 
including an immediate payment of 
£60,000. 

Cllr Wilkinson added: “The council has 
not wished to conduct the proceedings in 
the media and, in any event, it has been 
constrained by the legal process initiated 
by HWRA from responding through the 
media. 

“At every stage the council has acted in 
accordance with the legal advice that it has 
received. It has worked within the rules 
and it has respected the requirement for 
confidentiality. 

“It has been scrupulous in its approach to 
this issue but this has meant that it has not 
been able to respond to some of the ill- 
informed and misleading statements that 
have appeared in the press.” 

A spokeswoman for the service said they 
would be unable to respond before the Star 
went to press, but will be releasing a 
statement in the coming days.

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Accidental death 
verdict for cyclist 

A VERDICT of accidental death has 
been recorded for a Harlow man who 
died after losing control of his pedal 
cycle and crashing into roadside 
safety barriers. 

Chelmsford Coroners Court was told 
on Tuesday that father-of-three Adam 
Jacobs, of Northbrooks, died of a 
brain haemorrhage after coming into 
contact with a hard surface. 

The 36-year-old was found 
unconscious on a footpath near the 
junction of Peldon Road and Third 
Avenue at about 6am on February 15. 

He was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital but could not be saved the 
inquest was told. 

Mr Jacobs, a warehouse supervisor 
for Norbert Dentressangle in Flex 
Meadow, had been on a cyclepath 
heading towards a roundabout when 
he veered sideways and hit the 
railings. No other vehicle was 
involved. 

Mr Jacobs who was born and raised 
in Sheerness, Kent, moved to Harlow 
in 1998. He worked in the chip shop at 
Slacksbury Hatch for several years 
before becoming a milkman with 
Dairy Crest. 

Council help for 
Raytheon staff 

HARLOW Council has pledged to support 
workers made redundant by defence 
systems manufacturer Raytheon 
Systems. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio holder 
for resources and enterprise, said: “The 
council wishes to offer its support and 
help to all local employees affected by 
this decision. 

“We are keen to work with Raytheon 
and their employees to offer support 
where we can. It is very important that 
the council, as a community leader, 
works closely with local businesses in 
cases such as this to ensure that those 
affected receive all the support they 
need.” 

Last week the US firm confirmed that 
51 staff at its Pinnacles base would be 
made redundant when the manufacturing 
arm of the business is transferred to 
Scotland at the end of the year. 

The company is currently encouraging 
employees to apply for internal vacancies 
of which there are 72. 

They have also supplied training such 
as CV writing and interview techniques.

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Have councillors lost the power 
to hold officers to account? 

SIR, Your correspondent of October 10 in a 
well-informed letter on the closure of the Advice 
Centre stated: “As far as I can see, the apparent 
vindictive and clearly short-sightedness of the 
council has cost the people of this town dearly.” 

This is confirmed in the same issue by a senior 
and long-serving councillor who confirms that 
not only have we lost a nationally respected 
welfare rights service at a time when it has never 
been more needed, but also that this has cost the 
town thousands in legal fees. 

He criticises advice given by senior officers and 
has branded them “vindictive”. 

Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice has served 
the people of the town well and they have not 
been unwilling to take the council to court 
where it has failed in its responsibilities. Senior 
officers have not forgotten this and it appears 
this situation has provided an opportunity to get 
their own back. 

This is not a new response by the council. 

I recall the Bishopsfield fiasco where again 
hundreds of thousands of pounds were wasted 
simply because officers gave wrong advice 
and when I successfully took them to the 
Ombudsman they simply dug in until they 
were faced with court action, which cost the 
ratepayers dearly. 

The main scandal of this episode is, however, 
the apparent inability of the elected councillors 
to hold officers to account. It was difficult 
enough when the council had some semblance 
of democracy but under the cabinet system local 
councillors have lost much of their power to 
scrutinise both policy and its implementation 
by officers. 

As I understand it, other senior councillors have 
requested information which should be available 
to all residents and have been unsuccessful even 
with the existence of the Freedom of Information 
legislation. 

I have written to the chief executive myself to 
request details of the legal cost of the council 
action and the estimated cost of member and 
officer involvement, details including the cost 
of any alternative welfare rights provision the 
council has put into place to meet residents’ 
needs and an estimate of the loss of funds 
previously made available to the town through 
HWRA by outside agencies. 

This is information which should be known to 
all those entided to vote in next year’s elections.

heeled trust like HHCT would need this cash 
injection. No answer. 

But that’s not the end. Before councillors vote 
on anything they must, by law, declare whether 
they have a personal or financial interest in the 
matter.

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Teen jailed 
for rape of 
15-year-old 


A TEENAGER was this week starting 
a five-year jail sentence for raping a 
young girl in Harlow. 

Cameron Smith, 18, was caught 
after his victim recorded their con¬ 
versations on her mobile phone. 

Smith was convicted last month 
of six out of the nine sex offences - 
two of them rape - he was accused 
of carrying out on the girl. Sentence 
was adjourned until last Thursday 
but he was warned he faced jail. 

During the trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court prosecutor Diana 
Pigot told the court of a recording 
made by the girl after he had carried 
out a number of sex assaults on her. 

“On September 21, 2011 she told 
him she didn’t want things like that 
to happen and she told him to stop 
on a number of occasions,” said 
Miss Pigot. “She recorded on her 
mobile phone what was happening 
for one-and-a-half minutes and 
repeated: ‘I want you to go,’ and ‘get 
out’”. 

However, Miss Pigot said that 
instead of going Smith urged the 
girl to do more things. 

Smith, of Broadley Terrace,

Waltham Abbey, who denied the 
offences, claimed the voice on the 
recording was not him. 

Passing sentence judge David 
Turner branded Smith’s behaviour 
as “depraved” and told him: “Rape 
is a grave crime in all circumstanc¬ 
es.” 

The judge said that at the time of 
the offences the girl was 15 and 
Smith was 16. 

“Effectively I’m sentencing a child 
for offences on another child,” he 
said. “The mobile phone recording 
played during the trial made chill¬ 
ing listening as the sexual exploita¬ 
tion unfolded.” 

fane Gow, representing Smith, 
said: “The court will feel sympathy 
for the victim but also a degree of 
sadness for the position he finds 
himself in.” 

Smith was also placed on the sex 
offenders register indefinitely, given 
a six-year sexual offenders preven¬ 
tion order and banned indefinitely 
from contacting the girl.

King’s game provides 
memories of Old Boys

THE town has always been 
very active in its sporting 
endeavours and Nostalgia 
reader Martin Gladwin sent 
in this picture of his old 
cricket team. 

The photograph, which 
was taken in 1953, shows the 
Old Boys cricket team who 
played at Spicers Field, Old 
Harlow, which doubled up 
as a hockey pitch in the 
winter. 

Mr Gladwin, a sports fan 
who also played football 
with the Harlow Town team, 
said: “The Old Boys team 
was managed by Bert Fish a 
local greengrocer in Market 
Street. 

“All the players were all¬ 
round sportsmen. We played 
at Spicers Field in 
Chippingfield, Old Harlow, 
using an old garden shed 6ft 
square where everyone, 
including the opposition, had 
to change. 

“On rainy days it was first 
come, first served into the 
shed, the rest had to find 
shelter in the ditch under the 
bushes. We also had to share 
bat pads and things. 

“Fixtures were played 
against local village and 
works sides. This photo was 
taken at the Stow, the home 
ground of Revertex - they had 
the first and probably only 
plastic pitch in the country, so 
flat it was impossible to bowl 
sides out. 


“We often preferred away 
games, apart from the 
travelling, as the changing 
rooms and ground conditions 
were better, not surprising as 
it was impossible to roll the 
pitch in a dry spell. 

“Travelling to away games 
often meant two trips, 
squeezed into Bert’s grocery 
van. On one occasion Bert 
picked up myself and my 
brother Robin off the river 
bank where we had been 
fishing.” 

Mr Gladwin added: “Eight 
players lived in Broadway 
Avenue, Mike Batt at the 
bottom of the High Street, 

Dick Brown at the Oxleys, 
Peter Starling at Potter Street, 
me and Robin in Market Street 
where my dad, Tommy 


Gladwin, had a greengrocer 
and general store called TR 
Gladwin. 

“The ground at Spicers Field 
doubled as a hockey pitch in 
winter, which covered the 
cricket area, and made cricket 
a bit hazardous. It wasn’t 
surprising that teams 
preferred to play us at their 
ground rather than risking a 
visit to the local doctor. 

“Good fun was had after 
away games by going into the 
local for a pint or two, with us 
younger ones tucked in a 
corner with a shandy.”

PAH’s winter planning is warmly praised 


ALL hospitals have to 
prepare a plan on how 
they are going to cope 
with the extra pressures 
of dealing with more sick 
and injured people during 
the cold, dark, slippery 
days of winter. 

Princess Alexandra 
Hospital is no exception 
and this year its own plan 
has won the praise of the 
Department of Health for 
being one of the best it has 
seen. 

The hospital has won an 
extra £4m to put the plan 
fully into action and 
ensure everyone in the 
area gets the best possible 
care. Last year the 
hospital was awarded 
under a million pounds. 



The hospital has worked 
closely with GPs and 
social care providers at 
Essex and Hertfordshire 
County Councils to 
co-ordinate planning as 
closely as possible. 


Normally the winter 
months are far busier for 
hospitals than summer, 
although this year did not 
exactly follow that pattern 
because of the long spells of 
hot weather across the UK. 


Generally, though, in 
winter more people slip 
and fall on ice and snow, 
more road accidents 
occur in the dark and the 
elderly and frail become 
more prone to the cold, 
winter bugs and nasty 
infections. 

Any hospital's 
improvement is measured 
through the key ‘Friends 
and Family' score - 
patients are asked would 
they be happy for those 
close to them to be treated 
at the same hospital. 

Princess Alexandra now 
has one of the best overall 
scores in the country and 
for accident and 
emergency alone is the 
best. 


County admits local 
roads need repairs 


ALMOST a quarter of Essex's local 
roads need repairs, according to new 
figures released by Essex County 
Council (ECC). 

The authority’s annual road condi¬ 
tion survey looks at how much of the 
highways network is in need of struc¬ 
tural maintenance, broken down by 
district and priority. 

The roads are split into three levels 
of priority: 

• County route (priority 1) - strategic 
roads with the highest volumes of 
traffic. 

• County route (priority 2) - roads 
which provide an essential traffic 
management function between the 
priority 1 network and local roads. 

• Local roads - all other roads main¬ 
tained by ECC. 

The survey shows that four per cent 
of the county’s priority 1 network was 
classed as requiring structural main¬ 
tenance as of lune 2013, compared 
with 5.2 per cent in June 2012. 

There has been a similar level of 
improvement on the priority 2 net¬ 
work, with 4.9 per cent of mileage 
covered requiring structural mainte- 
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nance in June 2013, compared with 6.4 
per cent in June 2012. 

However there has been a decline in 
the condition of local roads, with 23.4 
per cent of the network requiring 
structural maintenance, compared 
with 17.8 per cent last year. 

County Councillor Rodney Bass, 
cabinet member for highways and 
transportation, said: “The results of 
this survey are being made available 
as part of my commitment to being 
open about the condition of our road 
network and how we are prioritising 
funding for improvements. 

“I am encouraged by the general 
improvement to the condition of our 
priority 1 and 2 roads, as this falls in 
line with our prioritisation of main 
roads that carry the most amount of 
traffic. The slight decline in the condi¬ 
tion of local roads is a concern, and I 
am working with officers to address 
this. 

“Whilst we are doing everything we 


can to provide continued investment 
in our road network, we do have to be 
realistic and recognise that there will 
be limited funding streams available 
to us in future. Further information 
on the work we are doing to improve 
our road network will be made avail¬ 
able over the coming months. 

“The information on the condition 
of the three types of road network is 
time lagged, and reflects surveys 
which were carried out in June when 
much of this year’s maintenance had 
not been undertaken. Hopefully, there 
will be further improvements next 
year but much, of course, depends on 
the severity of the winter.” 

The survey also looks at the number 
of outstanding carriageway surface 
and structural defects across the net¬ 
work. Essex County Council has 
repaired nearly 17,500 carriageway 
defects since April 1 this year. 

Residents can report and track high¬ 
ways problems online at www.essex. 
gov.uk/highways. The online service 
information centre also features a 
wealth of information on local high¬ 
ways and transportation services.

Wrapping up for the winter 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few days 
ago to see a pelargonium I planted 
back in May coming into flower yet 
again, at a time when most of my 
summer pots have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild 
October, and this may lull many of 
us into a false sense of security about 
how long we leave it before offering 
our plants some protection from the 
winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the 
pelargonium is going to come under 
cover soon. If you have pots of 
pelargoniums (bedding geraniums) 
which you want to enjoy next year, 
put them inside too, in a light, frost- 
free place such as a slightly heated 
greenhouse, a sheltered porch next to 
the house or an unheated spare room 
or conservatory, cutting them back 
to 10cm (4in). Don't expose them to 
warm central heating or they'll just 
wilt when you put them out next year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves 
entirely and spend winter looking 
like bare sticks, will need the same 
treatment. You'll hardly need to water 
them at all until growth resumes in 
spring, at which point you can repot 
them into John Innes No 2 potting 
compost and harden them off before 
placing them outside when the risk of 
frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthemums) 
will also not stand any frost and are 
best dug up and potted, cut back by

half and kept in a dry, cool, frost-free 
place that has sunlight through the 
winter, like a cool greenhouse. Water 
them sparingly to keep their roots dry 
until spring, when you can start to 
water them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean 
theme, you're likely to need to protect 
other vulnerable plants, such as 
cannas, olive trees, ginger lilies and 
dahlias, which may not survive winter 
frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground 
until the foliage has been blackened 
by frost, which may be as late as 
November, then cut the plants down 
to around 15cm (6in) from the ground 
and dig up the tubers. Shake off 
the soil, wash the tubers and turn 
them upside down so the moisture 
drains out of the hollow stems. When 
they've dried off, hang them in nets in 
a shed or store them in stacking trays 
with plenty of holes for ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before 
winter and mulched heavily, or dug up 
and put into pots only slightly bigger 
than their ball of roots, filling the gaps 
with compost, and kept in a frost-free 
place, ideally under the staging in a 
greenhouse. 

Other plants that form tubers such 
as ginger lilies are best dug up at the 


end of the season, the top growth cut 
off with secateurs and then the tubers 
stored until spring in dry potting 
compost in a cool, frost-free place like 
a garage or shed. They can be planted 
out next year when all danger of frost 
has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, 
palms and oleander which have 
graced your patio in summer will 
need to be moved back under cover, 
either into a cool conservatory or 
frost-free greenhouse, and will need 
to be watered sparingly throughout 
the winter. 

If your tender plants are simply too 
big to move, then wrapping them in 
hessian or horticultural fleece may be 
the answer.

Search for a ‘lost’ son 


PHILOMENA

AS she approaches her 79th birthday, national 
treasure Dame Judi Dench looks certain to 
be gifted a seventh Oscar nomination for 
her tour-de-force portrayal of a guilt-stricken 
mother. 

It is a compelling performance of deep 
emotion based on a true story that deftly 
tugs the heartstrings without resorting to 
emotional manipulation or cloying sentiment. 

Dame Judi is complemented by Steve 
Coogan as a cynical and world-weary 
journalist, who initially scoffs at the 
suggestion that he should pen an article about 
the matriarch and her heartbreaking ordeal. 

But the tender and unexpectedly touching 
relationship that forms between these two 
characters from different generations and 


backgrounds provides Stephen Frears' uplifting 
film with its emotional thrust as the search for 
answers moves between continents. 

The incredible road trip begins when Jane 
Lee (Anna Maxwell Martin) discovers her 
mother Philomena (Dench) fell pregnant as 
a teenager in 1950s Ireland and was forced 
to give up the baby to the sisters at Roscrea 
Abbey. Jane pitches the story to former 
Labour advisor turned BBC journalist Martin 
Sixsmith (Coogan). 

After a reality check from his wife Kate 
(Simone Lahbib), Sixsmith agrees to help 
Philomena track down her boy. Using his 
connections, Martin takes Philomena to 
Washington DC to sift through official 
documents, hoping for a breakthrough to 
reunite the old woman with the son she never 
wanted to give up. 

Throughout, Philomena clings to her faith, 
lighting a candle for her child. However, 
Sixsmith cannot conceal his contempt for 


religion, telling Philomena: "It's the Catholic 
Church that should be going to confession, 
not you!" 

Coogan's script, co-written by Jeff Pope, 
is lean and peppered with earthy humour, 
whether it be the much abused heroine 
reliving the ecstasy of her first sexual 
experience or her encouraging the journalist 
to jump into the back seat of a rental car. 

Dench is magnificent and Coogan jettisons 
most of his Alan Partridge tics in support, 
gradually warming to Philomena and her 
upbeat outlook on life. 

Tears flow freely as the eponymous heroine 
discovers the fate of her boy, seizing upon 
every nugget of information, no matter how 
banal, as if she had just won the lottery. 

We certainly strike it very lucky with Frears' 
wonderful picture.

Making Moving Easier 


Moving day can be stressful 
enough, but a bit of forethought 
can go a long way. 

For example, many people take the 
opportunity to clear any unwanted 
junk out of their homes and lives. 
Charity shops, car boot sales, and 
friends can be grateful recipients of

So, if you are 
moving locally, why not ask the 
upholsterer to collect the sofa a 
couple of weeks before moving 
day and deliver it, re-upholstered, 
to your new one? 

Do make sure that you plan where 
larger items are going in advance. It 
is easy for the removers to put 
something like a piano in the right 
room, but difficult for you to move 
it elsewhere after they have left. As 
well as making sure that a piece fits 
in a certain place, do also find out if 
the access to that place is easy 
enough. 

Finally, direct the removers to pack 
things you will need on the day 
such as children s beds, kitchen and 
bathroom accessories, clothes, 
food and work-related items last 
so they will be the first things to be 
unloaded at the other end.

THE motor industry has come a 
long way in providing more choice 
than ever and it couldn’t be further 
away from Henry Ford’s original 
colour palette - anything,as long as 
it’s black. 

This diversity has allowed cars like 
the G 63 AMG to exist. If you’re not 
familiar with the G-Class - or 
G-Wagen as it is often called - a little 
history is required to fully 
understand the planet it has just 
arrived from. 

Back in the 1970s Mercedes-Benz 
produced a utility vehicle for the 
German military. It had serious off¬ 
road capability but with on-road 
comfort and room for a few people. 

Quite sensibly, Mercedes-Benz 
decided that the general public 
might like them for the same 
reasons that the soldiers did and so 
it went on general sale. 

In many ways not a great deal has 
happened in the intervening 
quarter century. Take one look at 
the G-Class and you can see that the 
design involved plenty of set squares 
and few elipsses; it has a relatively 
short wheelbase and big overhangs, 
pretty much the opposite of most 
modern cars. It also has a relatively 


blunt approach to aerodynamics. 

Yet that is part of its huge appeal. 
Granted some people would 
describe it as ugly but I’d go 
completely the other way; there is a 
beauty in its simplicity, that it looks 
as tough as a bulldog and the 
antithesis of modern elegance. 

It’s turned up even more on this 
AMG version as this adds bigger 
wheels and a chunky bodykit. You 
couldn’t mistake it for anything else, 
perhaps apart from when it is 
finished in this matte black paint 
and looks like an entrant in Death 
Race. 

The delicious lunacy doesn’t end 


there. You can have a semi-sensible 
G350 CDI diesel version,but it’s still 
not cheap to buy and won’t crack 
30mpg even if you’re really careful. 
So you might as well go the whole 
hog and plump for the AMG. Here 
you get the sensational 5.5-litre 
twin-turbocharged petrol V8 that 
appears in the larger AMG models 
and all the brilliance that goes with 
it. 

You won’t miss the exhaust note 
as the G 63 has quad exhaust pipes 
that exit just behind the front 
wheels to give you the full aural 
package. Start it up and there’s a 
rumble of thunder, and if you blip 


the throttle the whole car rocks 
from side to side. Clunk the 
transmission into D and you’re off. 

Although the G-Class has been 
updated comprehensively over the 
years, some elements are still a 
reminder of its age. The flat, 
relatively small windows provide 
less light than you might be used to 
while the steering is relatively slow 
and a little vague compared to a 
more conventional car. But these 
are small details that don’t dilute 
the G 63’s appeal. 

In fact, it only takes about five 
seconds to fall for it, which is 
slightly longer than it takes to get to 


62mph from rest. Despite weighing 
over two tonnes, a prolonged 
squeeze of the G 63’s accelerator 
delivers a deep-chested and 
relentless shove of acceleration with 
a spectacular growl from the 
engine. 

It all seems so incongruous that a 
car of this shape and weight can 
leave sports cars choking on their 
reputation, and that makes it 
enormous fun. 

It’s not quite as spectacular 
through the bends, although it 
certainly does a good job. Stiffer 
AMG-specification suspension 
curbs excessive body roll without 
ruining the ride, although it’s 
always worth remembering you’re 
in a tall and heavy vehicle. 

The G-Wagen is a unique vehicle. 
There are faster (just), more 
spacious and more comfortable 
SUVs - Mercedes-Benz themselves 
sell two of them - but to judge it with 
such cold, hard criteria doesn’t do it 
justice. 

It’s the small details that set it 
apart, like the way the heavy doors 
shut with an indestructible thump 
rather than a smooth thud. 

You need a fair slice of cash to be 
able to afford one but it’s easy to see 
why they’re so popular. Nothing 
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Pushed, pulled or towed, whatever age or condition, 

as long as it's got 

a current MOT and as part of a 4 or 5 year repayment plan.
